Java-beer on tap

This brew bubbling between the Coney Is- 
land and Newtown creeks will get you buzzed 
in more ways than one. 

The coffee snobs at Greenpoint’s Cafe Grumpy 
are joining forces with Coney Island Lager to 
create a new coffee-beer blend due to debut 
this fall — a pumpkin-spice espresso ale. The 
makers of the People’s Playground’s hometown 
brew said they reached out 
to several Brooklyn enter- 
prises about a collabora- 
tion, but the Meserole Av- 
enue roaster, famous for its 
central role on the hit Home 
Box Office show “Girls,” 
perked up right away. 

“We reached out to a bunch 
of businesses and some of them 
were just like, ‘Huh? What are you 
talking about?’ ” said Alan Newman, president 
and founder of Burlington-based Alchemy and 
Magic, which bought Coney Island Lager last 
year. “But Grumpy, they were really 
enthusiastic — they jumped at 
the chance.” 

The java gurus said they 
were eager to blend their 
beans with another borough 
business’ wares and were im- 
pressed at Coney Island La- 
ger’s attention to detail during 
the development process. 

“They treat every ingredient 
really seriously. It’s not just a fla- 
voring they throw in there,” said Grumpy 
founder Caroline Bell. 

The result. Bell said, was a caffeine-laced 
ale like no other. 

“It’s two things that people like to drink, to- 
gether. It’s fun. We taste this coffee every day, 
but it’s interesting to taste it in a beer,” said Bell. 
“It’s very subtle, complex, unexpected.” 

The coffee-and-cold-one combination will 
be brewed this autumn in a small batch, which is 
the embodiment of what Newman envisions for 
the planned seaside Coney Island Lager brewer, 
which he hopes to open by winter 201 5. The main 
brewing and bottling plant will be in Florida,

Spurned LICH bidder sues 

Brooklyn Health Partners claims chicanery by the state

The spurned top bidder for 
Long Island College Hospital 
is suing the State University 
of New York, arguing the state 
has sabotaged negotiations that 
would result in the full-service 
hospital that activists have long 
rallied for. 

The state told Brooklyn Health 
Partners that it was unable to “exe- 
cute a satisfactory contract agree- 
ment” with the medical developer 
on Monday. But reps for Brooklyn 
Health Partners, who say it has 
already put down a $25-million 
down-payment, want a Brooklyn 


Supreme Court judge to force the 
state to negotiate with them for 10 
more days and halt all 
discussions with the 
second-placed com- 
pany that wants to 
dismantle the Cob- 
ble Hill hospital and 
build mostly housing 
in its place, accord- 
ing to a petition filed 
on Wednesday. 

“Last week, the 
judge asked that we 
present him with 
the $25 million non- 
refundable deposit as our ‘good 
faith’ showing that BHP is com-

mitted to building the citizens 
for Brooklyn a full-service 
hospital,” Brook- 
lyn Health Part- 
ners spokeswoman 
Donnette Donbar 
said. “We look for- 
ward to continuing 
that conversation 
with both Judge 
Baynes and the State 
University of New 
York.” 

The state has 
never supported 
the continuation of 
a full-service hospital, accord- 
ing to the complaint, which ar- 


gues that university reps stopped 
negotiating with Brooklyn Health 
Partners from April 25, when 
both parties apparently agreed 
to changes on the purchase and 
sale agreement, until May 3 , when 
the court called for talks to pro- 
ceed. The university also alleg- 
edly did not provide the medical 
developer with two drafts of in- 
terim hospital space leases and a 
draft of property deeds until that 
day, j ust shy of Brooklyn Health 
Partners’ May 5 deadline to put 
down the deposit on its $250 mil- 
lion purchase.

Authorities believe that a 30-foot- 
long cetacean that washed up near 
the Brooklyn Army Terminal on 
May 5 may have fallen prey to that 
most feared of all predators haunting 
the open sea — a Norwegian Cruise 
line ship. 

The National Oceanic and At- 


mospheric Administration fishery 
service — the government agency 
charged with overseeing the activ- 
ities of large marine mammals in 
American shipping routes — said 
that one of the Scandinavian vaca- 
tion boats reported striking a whale 
and dragging it into the New York 
Harbor on May 4. The boat reported 
to the agency that the beast hit was 


a Sei whale — the third-largest spe- 
cies of whale on the planet — just 
like the one that drifted to the docks 
near 58th Street a day later. 

“The animal fits the description of 
the animal that was reported to us over 
the weekend,” said agency spokes- 
woman Marjorie Mooney-Seus. 

Mooney-Seus said that prelimi-

Beep: Crack-smoking mayor could scare kids straight

Borough President Adams wants 
Toronto Mayor Rob Ford to come 
talk to Brooklyn children — after 
he kicks drugs. 

The Beep said as much after win- 
ning a wager with the embattled Ca- 
nadian civic leader over the playoff 
series between the Brooklyn Nets and 
the Toronto Raptors, which the Nets 
squeaked out by one point in Game 
Seven on Sunday night. Ford stepped 
down from office last week to check 
in to rehab following the emergence 
of stills purportedly from a drug deal- 
er’s cellphone video that shows the 
executive smoking crack cocaine, 
just days after making the bet with 
Adams. The borough’s booster-in- 
chief said that if Ford gets off the 
hard stuff, he should stop by to scare 
our youth straight. 

“He could become a symbol,” Ad- 
ams said. “When something can im- 
pact the mayor of a major city, you 
can only imagine how it affects ev-

As warm weather arrives in earnest, 
The Brooklyn Paper’s adventure core- 
spondent — yours truly — and a com- 
panion headed to Floyd Bennett Field to 
scope out all the outdoorsy fun to be had 
in Brooklyn’s only national park.

Adams: Build 4 miles of high-rises

Borough President Adams wants to re- 
zone nearly the entire length of Broadway 
so that developers can build taller, big- 
ger buildings in exchange for providing 
so-called “affordable” housing. 

Adams hopes to apply the zoning 
changes the city made to a small sec- 
tion of Broadway in Bedford-Stuyve- 
sant a few years ago to the entire four- 
mile corridor, saying on the eve of Mayor 
DeBlasio unveiling his city wide housing 
plan that it would be a smart way to stack 


up cheap digs and uplift the neighbor- 
hoods along one of the borough’s main 
thoroughfares. 

“The Broadway corridor is an untapped 
opportunity to expand Brooklyn’s afford- 
able housing capacity and to unlock the 
potential of Bedford-Stuyvesant, Bush- 
wick, Ocean Hill, and Williamsburg,” 
Adams said. “Now is the time for us to 
reexamine our borough’s zoning and iden- 
tify opportunities for responsible devel- 
opment.” 

The stretch of Broadway between 
Myrtle and Saratoga avenues in Bed-

Kickstarter kickstarted 

Web's money-raiser at home in Greenpoint

Online success-story man- 
ufacturer Kickstarter threw it- 
self a house-warming bash at 
its new Greenpoint headquar- 
ters on Saturday. 

The crowd-sourcing com- 
pany moved into an old pencil 
factory at 58 Kent St. in January 
and a rep said the get-together 
was a great way to recreate its 
galvanizing effect in real life, 
without all of the pressure of 
meeting a cash goal. 

“What makes Kickstarter 
special is bringing people to- 
gether to share ideas, and it is 
also really fun to do that stuff 
in real life and have people find 
each other and meet each other 


and learn from each other on 
the street,” said Kickstarter 
spokeswoman Julie Wood. 

Many of the vendors at the 
party were companies that got 
their start using Kickstarter to 
gather money from friends and 
like-minded folks worldwide. 
The vendors included tiny- 
clothes maker Itty Bitty Proj ect, 
three-dimensional pen manufac- 
turer 3Doodler, and Brooklyn 
web radio station Bbox. 

“We got our first seed 
money for the station and it 
has helped connect people to 
the music,” said William El- 
lis, who also goes by DJ For 
Play and spins on Bbox. The 
radio station raised more than 
$16,000 to buy equipment and 


spruce up its studio using the 
platform. 

“Kickstarter and Bbox is a 
perfect cross-section of who I 
am, and I wanted to be a part 
of it,” Ellis said. 

Other successful campaign- 
ers also gave Kickstarter a tip 
of the hat. 

“When you are launching a 
project you are not sure people 
are going to like, it is a great way 
to test the market,” said milli- 
ner Satya Twena, who bought 
her Manhattan hats factory with 
funds accrued through the site 
and is now raising money to 
launch a new sun-hat line. 

More than a thousand rev- 
elers turned out to the after- 
noon-long party.

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Daughter: Closing home will kill dad

The state okayed the clo- 
sure of a Park Slope old folks 
home without stopping to 
think that its eviction of el- 
derly residents could mean 
their demise, a lawsuit by 
angry relatives claims. 

Families and friends of 
seniors living in the Pros- 
pect Park Residence on 
Grand Army Plaza are su- 
ing the state Department of 
Health and the owner of the 
134-unit facility, which is 
set to close next month af- 
ter just 90 days notice. Man- 
agement says that the nursing 
home was too cash-strapped 
to keep open, but the litigants 
argue that the sudden exit 
will cost their loved ones the 
medical care they need to sur- 
vive. Adding insult to possi- 
bly mortal injury is the fact 
that the landlord has failed to 


keep up services since drop- 
ping the eviction bomb, ac- 
cording to a woman who 
signed onto the suit on be- 
half of her 89-year-old dad, 
an Alzheimer’s patient. 

“It’s very traumatic to up- 
root someone with Alzheim- 


er’s,” said Jennifer Stock, 
daughter of resident Jack 
Stock. “They don’t have the 
apparatus for coping with that 
kind of change in the way that 
someone who doesn’t have 
that illness would.” 

There are very few as- 


sisted-living facilities in the 
area that are affordable and 
do not have wait-lists, accord- 
ing to Stock. The aggrieved 
lady also said she is working 
with a lawyer to get back a 
$4,000 fee that she paid to the 
facility to move in her father 
c one year ago, claiming that 
| the bosses knew the place was 
” going to close and accepted 
| her money anyway. 

>- “I never would have moved 

him in there and paid that 
£ pretty high free if I didn’t 
think he could live there for 
the rest of his life,” she said. 
“In retrospective, it seems 
pretty fraudulent.” 

Another woman is also su- 
ing on behalf of her 97-year- 
old father, a Holocaust survi- 
vor who has been living in the 
facility for more than three 
years and does not know that 
it is closing. She said Prospect 
Park Residence offers a lot of 


freedoms compared to other 
nursing homes — there is no 
curfew and family members 
can visit anytime, to name a 
few. It would be close to im- 
possible to transport her dad 
to another facility because 
the move would be so dis- 
orienting, she added. 

“There are a lot of people 
like my father for whom mov- 
ing is an impossible option 
and would only mean that he 
would go downhill,” said the 
daughter, who asked to remain 
anonymous. 

The facility pledged to 
help the elderly tenants find 
new digs, but managers have 
only sent scant e-mails an- 
nouncing other nursing home 
tours and have not addressed 
individual needs of tenants, 
according to the lawsuit. 

A Prospect Park Resi- 
dence manager could not 
be reached for comment. 


City plugs Myrtle Garden's H20

A community space and 
garden in Clinton Hill is fac- 
ing a springtime drought after 
the city shut off its water. 

Advocates for Myrtle 
Village Green, which sits 
on lots owned by the city’s 
Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection on Myrtle Av- 
enue between Franklin and 
Kent avenues, is at logger- 
heads with the agency over 
getting its water back after it 
was shut off during the win- 


ter because of a leak. At the 
same time as the flow was 
stymied, the city notified the 
group that it could lose con- 
trol of the space if it fails to 
banish animals, including a 
dog run, a chicken coop, and 
beehives. The dry spell has 
gardeners of all ages pray- 
ing for rain. 

“We really do hope that 
our water gets turned back 
on,” said McKenzie McLean, 
a sixth grader at the Brook- 
lyn Urban Garden School in 
Windsor Terrace. “So we can 


freely water our plants and 
they can be happy.” 

The spacious plot was an 
empty lot for decades and 
neighbors had been try- 
ing to get access to it for 20 
years when the city finally 
relented in 2012, offering 
green thumbs a two-year, 
rent-free lease that expires 
this July. The dirt patch con- 
tains an access point for one 
of the city’s water mains, and 
is owned by the environmen- 
tal protection agency. When 
gardeners took control of the 


property it had a working wa- 
ter source that an old contrac- 
tor had left behind, but few 
signs of life. Volunteers have 
since transformed the place 
into a garden, outdoor class- 
room, and gathering place, 
but now the good will has 
run dry and the city is tell- 
ing the group to clean up its 
act, or else. 

“We want to make this 
garden work,” said a spokes- 
woman for the city’s Depart- 
ment of Environmental Pro- 
tection. “But they have to be 


in compliance with regula- 
tions.” 

The sticking point is a 
$2,500 anti-contamination 
device that the water source 
lacked before and that came 
to the city’s attention when 
it sprung a leak during the 
winter. The 240-plot oper- 
ation is likely too big for a 
rooftop rain catchment sys- 
tem, a volunteer said. About 
half the green thumbs who 
tend the plots are not planting 
because it is too hard to haul 
all that water, he said.

A Day at the Beach: Staying 
Healthy at the City’s Shores

My husband and I are planning to 
take a trip out to Coney Island next 
weekend, but now we have heard that 
people our age — we're both in our 
late 60 s — can get sick from swimming 
at some of New York City's beaches. Is 
this true? Can you please you tell me 
more about the health risks? 

As the summer heats up, New York 
City's shores look more and more inviting. 
However, the rumors are correct: the wa- 
ter quality of the city's beaches may vary, 
especially due to New York's proximity to 
industrial areas. Senior citizens are espe- 
cially vulnerable to the health risks posed 
by swimming in contaminated water. 

All bodies of water can contain microor- 
ganisms and pollutants that may be harm- 
ful to humans in high quantities, but the 
number of microorganisms and pollutants 
is usually so small that our bodies' immune 
systems and antibodies can defend us 
against them. However, when the concen- 
tration of germs or toxins in water becomes 
too high for our bodies to fight off, illness- 
es, many of which affect the body's gastric 
(stomach) functions, and range from minor 
to severe, can occur. This is one of the many 
reasons why New York City's Department 
of Health monitors all of the area's public 
and private beaches, closing the ones at 
which swimming conditions have become 
unsafe due to contamination. 


To determine whether water quality meets 
standards for safe swimming, the New York 
City Department of Health currently samples 
the water at beaches once a week to mea- 
sure levels of a bacteria called enterococci, 
which can cause urinary tract infections, 
bacteremia, and meningitis in high quanti- 
ties. High levels of enterococci at the beach 
indicate the waters may also contain other 
disease-causing microbes that are present 
but are more difficult to detect. 

Though some groups may be more vul- 
nerable than others, it is important to re- 
member that swimming in unsanitary or 
polluted water poses a danger to anyone 
who dives in. Waterborne illnesses can usu- 
ally be addressed with antibiotics, so if you 
find yourself experiencing any of the com- 
mon symptoms of swimming in contami- 
nated water, such as vomiting, diarrhea 
and nausea, after a trip to the beach, you 
should contact your doctor immediately. 

To stay safe this summer, be sure to 
check the Department of Health's website, 
www.nyc.gov/health/beach each time you 
plan to head to the City's shores. The De- 
partment maintains a list of open beaches 
with risky bacterial levels as well as a list of 
open beaches that are adversely affected 
by wet weather. With a little bit of research 
and the proper precautions, the only thing 
scary about a trip to Coney Island will be 
the drop at the beginning of the Cyclone.

ford-Stuyvesant allows de- 
velopers to build bigger in ex- 
change for renting one fifth 
of the building’s apartments 
at a below-market rate. The 
scheme allows developers to 
erect structures with a fifth 
more floor space if they in- 
clude low-rent units than if 
they do not. 

Adams wants to apply 
that system all the way from 
the Williamsburg Bridge to 
Broadway Junction. 

The city could opt to 
change zoning rules piece- 
meal according to commu- 
nity board districts or the 
Council and DeBlasio could 
team up to make the change 
in one shot. 

Some housing activists 
are concerned that a zoning 
change could stir up gentri- 
fication despite the Beep’s 
stated good intentions. 

“Encouraging market- 
rate- and above-market-rate 
development i n low-income 
neighborhoods brings with 
it many negative impacts 


for long-standing resident 
communities,” said activist 
Brigette Blood. “This type 
of rezoning proposal must 
hold developers accountable 
to their true impact.” 

Neither party discussing 
the plan mentioned what ef- 
fect the dirty, loud, dark, and 
constantly shaking street en- 
vironment that the elevated J, 
M, and Z trains create along 
the length ofBroadway would 
have on the feasibility of such 
an initiative. 

He released his plan to 
create or save 200,000 be- 
low-market-rate apartments 
in the next decade on Mon- 
day. Among its many rec- 
ommendations are calls for 
building upwards along At- 
lantic Avenue in East New 
York, which the plan says 
“offers the greatest oppor- 
tunity for higher-density, 
mixed-use development 
with several large opportu- 
nity sites.” 

Fulton Street and Pitkin 
Avenue in East New York 
were also singled out.

eryday people.” 

The terms of the gentle- 
men’s agreement mean that 
Toronto owes the Beep some 
music. Adams says he is ready 
to put it to good use. 

"I’m going to be rocking to 
my Drake CD while I’m ex- 
ercising,” Adams said. 

Ford has been mired in 
controversy for more than a 
year, since another dope ped- 
dler claimed to have filmed 
Toronto’s mayor smoking 
crack. Ford finally relin- 
quished his duties as top 
Torontonian on Wednes- 
day after audio surfaced of 
him drunk and ranting at a 
bar, saying such things as “I’d 

like to f- jam her” about 

a rival mayoral contender and 
“If you don’t give me another 
shot I’m going to knock your 

f- teeth out.” 

Ford said he would travel 
to Chicago to enter a drug 
treatment program, but he 
had not turned up there a 
week later, according to re- 
ports. At press time, Ford 
reps insisted he was get- 
ting treated, but would not 
say where and his location 
remained a mystery. 

In light of the recent devel- 
opments, and with the Nets 
sending the Raptors into ex- 
tinction this weekend, a mem- 
ber of Toronto’s Council has 
stepped up to make good on 
Ford’s wager. 

“A deal’s a deal,” said 
Councillor Josh Matlow, who 
represents Toronto’s Ward 22. 
“Toronto made a promise, 
and it should keep it.” 
Matlow said he would send 
an album from Toronto na- 
tive and actor-turned-rapper 
Drake, as promised. 

The fill-in pol said he is 
sick of Ford’s antics and that 
the playoff series served as a 
good distraction for the peo- 
ple of his city. 

“After the international 


embarrassment of our mayor, 
it was really nice to be repre- 
sented by some world-class 
athletes,” Matlow said. 

The pol went so far as to 
question whether Ford is in 
fact headed to get clean. 

“That’s what he said he’s 
doing,” Matlow said. “But 
he hasn’t always told the 
truth.” 

The skeptical represen- 
tative hopes Brooklynites 
will think associate his city 
with is big-name musician 
rather than its crack-smok- 
ing mayor. 

“I want them to think of 
Drake before Rob Ford,” he 
said. 

Adams first bet Ford a six- 
pack of Brooklyn Lager after 
the general manager of the 
Raptors, Masai Ujiri, yelled 
“F — Brooklyn” during a To- 
ronto pep rally ahead of the 
first playoff game. Adams 
agreed to the musically ori- 
ented terms when Ford ex- 
pressed concern about how 
the media would construe a 
wager involving alcohol in 
light of his boozing and drug- 
ging problems. 

Days later, Ford stepped 
down. 

“My heart really goes 
out to the mayor,” Adams 
said after winning the bet. 
“I hope with the help he can 
turn things around.” 

Adams is ready for the next 
Nets playoff series against the 
Miami Heat, which starts on 
Tuesday night in Florida. He 
plans to reach out to Miami 
Mayor Tomas Regalado to see 
if he is a gambling man. 

“Miami Beach is out, 
Brighton Beach is in,” Ad- 
ams said. 

Asked if he had a mes- 
sage for Rob Ford, Adams 
had this to impart: 

“Hang in there. A bend 
in the road is not an end in 
the road, unless you fail to 
make the turn.”

To win against Colorectal 
Cancer, get that colonoscopy 


Even more than the embarrass- 
ment of the actual colonoscopy pro- 
cedure, the fear of the unknown 
and denial are probably the hardest 
barriers to overcome for people who 
have never had it done. 

Colorectal cancer, more commonly 
referred to as colon cancer, is the sec- 
ond biggest cause of cancer deaths 
and the third most common cancer 
found in men and women. Compared 
to other cancers, however, colon can- 
cer is easier to detect and treat, ac- 
cording to Robin Baradarian, MD, 
interventional gastroenterologist, 
Mount Sinai Beth Israel Brooklyn, 
“because most colon cancers start off 
as non-cancerous growths called pol- 
yps.” 

“Colonoscopy is a very simple, 
easy and effective test that is both di- 
agnostic and therapeutic at the same 
time. The test is absolutely painless 
and takes less than 20 minutes,” as- 
sured Dr. Baradarian. For most pa- 
tients, the worst part is the prepara- 
tion to cleanse the intestinal tract, 
which has actually become easier to 
take. 

Nunzio Fusco, an architect with a 
family history of cancer, started hav- 
ing ’’stomach issues” years before 
a cancer lesion was found during a 
colonoscopy at age 37. He had sur- 
gery to remove a two -inch growth in 
his large intestine followed by chemo- 
therapy. Genetic testing afterwards 
revealed that a particular genetic se- 
quence indeed puts him at increased 
risk for colon cancer. 

Convinced that early detection 
is the best way to beat colon cancer, 
he said, “I wish I had gotten myself 
checked when I was 30.” 

One patient, 56, who asked to be 


identified as M.B., initially convinced 
herself that she had IBS— irritable 
bowel syndrome— like her sister 
when she spotted blood in her stool. 
After months of excuses to postpone 
yet another appointment, she could 
no longer rationalize her situation. 
A colonoscopy by Dr. Baradarian 
showed a suspicious growth and he 
recommended surgery. 

“If I hadn’t waited, she said, “I 
might just have had a simple polyps 
removal during colonoscopy. I would 
not have had to go through major 
surgery and treatment. I would urge 
people not to wait if they feel there 
might be a problem.” 

Gregory Kamenshchik, 66, is a 
criminal defense attorney in his na- 
tive Ukraine who has been a consul- 
tant in international law since com- 
ing to the U.S. in 1980. He has become 
an advocate of early screening for 
colorectal cancer and colonoscopy. 
“I tell everyone to go to Dr. Baradar- 
ian,” whom he calls his angel. “He 
did a colonoscopy and he has saved 
my life,” said the grateful patient. 

“There is nothing to fear from a 
colonoscopy. I always tell my patients 
that the most frightening thing is not 
knowing what’s going on inside your 
body,” said Dr. Baradarian.

It was an ugly Game One, 
but it is a long series, and 
the Nets still have time to set 
themselves straight. 

And that’s the truth. 

In fact, in the words of fa- 
mous fictional Brooklynite, 
Mister Senor Love Daddy, 
“That’s the truth, Ruth!” 

With his last-second block, 
Paul Pierce, nicknamed “The 
Truth,” sent Brooklyn to the 
second round. 

The fourth quarters that 
bookendedthe series against 
the Raptors were a micro- 
cosm of why the Nets gave up 
all those draft picks to acquire 
Pierce and Garnett, and in 
this case, mainly Pierce. 

In Game One, Pierce hit 
big shots down the stretch, 
never allowing the Nets to 
fall behind. In Game Seven, 
Pierce, not known for his de- 
fense, came up with the game- 
clinching block in the wan- 
ing seconds. 

That veteran leadership, 
that ability to close out games 


— even if they should never be 
close to begin with — is some- 
thing the Nets lacked in last 
year’s round-one flameout. 

And now Pierce and KG 
get a shot at doing exactly 
what they were brought to 
Brooklyn to do: dethrone Le- 
bron James and the Heat. 

And fortunately for the 
Nets, playing against the 
Heat, Tuesday night’s game 
not withstanding, is when KG 
and Pierce are at their best. 

In the four regular-season 
meetings with the Heat, in 
which the Nets went 4-0, 
Pierce averaged 21 points 


per game. KG was only able 
to play in two of those con- 
tests, but throughout his ca- 
reer he has risen to the occa- 
sion when facing Lebron. 

In 25 all-time playoff 
matchups against James, 
KG and Pierce are 12-13. 
Most recently, they lost in 
Game Seven of the Eastern 
Conference Finals in 2012 
as members of the Boston 
Celtics. 

In Game One, the defend- 
ing champion Heat showed 
why it is the favorite in this 
second-round clash, but the 
team would be unwise to look 


past the Nets and on to the 
Eastern Conference final. 

The 4-0 regular season 
doesn’t do much for the Nets 
right now, other than one key 
it provides: confidence. 

Led by Garnett and Pierce, 
the Nets still know they can 
g beat the Heat. While the in- 
| tensity is dialed up in the 
playoffs, the matchups re- 
v main the same. The same 
j» things that gave the Heat 
* problems during the regu- 
J lar season: the Nets’ length, 
8 ability to switch on perime- 
< ter screens, slowing the game 
down, and limiting transition 
opportunities, all still apply 
to this series. 

Everything falling their 
way in the regular season 
led the Nets to three 1-point 
victories and a double over- 
time victory. 

Can everything break 
their way again in the Play- 
offs against the Heat? 

It still can.

The Nets playoff series 
against the Heat is the culmi- 
nation of three years of work 
by Brooklyn general manager 
Billy King aimed at dethron- 
ing Miami’s juggernaut. 

But it all may be for naught 
if the Nets can’t compete in 
the paint. 

First, some background. 
At the beginning of last sea- 
son, King said he had built 
Brooklyn’s squad with the 
Heat in mind. Where Miami 
lacked an elite point guard, 
King traded for Deron Wil- 
liams; where Miami lacked 
a true center, King signed 
Brook Lopez to a four-year 
extension. 

Brooklyn was then 
trounced in all three match- 
ups against Miami last year.

Rather than sit around with 
egg on his face, King doubled 
down. With a Russian oli- 
garch writing the checks and 
demanding a championship 
at any cost, King went out 
and bought up Kevin Garnett 
and Paul Pierce, two playoff 
vets whose desire to beat Le- 
Bron and Co. has been hard- 
ened by multiple postseason 


clashes. This season, the Nets 
beat the Heat in all four reg- 
ular season contests. 

As Brooklyn quickly 
learned on Tuesday, how- 
ever, the Heat in the post- 
season are a different beast. 
Pierce and Garnett know this 
well, as they watched their ex- 
Boston teammate Ray Allen 
step up in Game One with 


19 points, tying his third- 
highest scoring night of the 
season. 

But more than Allen’s 
sharpshooting, the most con- 
cerning part of Game One was 
how thoroughly the Heat dom- 
inated the paint, where they 
out-scored Brooklyn 52-28. 

There’s some irony here: af- 
ter failing to counter the Heat’s 
small-ball system last season 
by assembling a more tradi- 
tional lineup, Lopez’s season- 
ending injury in December 
forced the Nets to also go small 
during the second half of this 
season. It turned out to be a 
blessing in disguise — as a 
smaller unit, the Nets play- 
ers found their rhythm and 
rattled off the Eastern Con- 
ference’s best record after the 
All-Star break.

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Crown Heights wall collapse crushes car 


The back ends of two garages fell on three autos and briefly trapped a cat

A retaining wall collapsed 
in Crown Heights last Fri- 
day morning, crushing three 
cars and nearly flattening 
a cat. 

The 20-foot high retain- 
ing wall, and the rear ends of 
two garages, toppled down 
onto the driveway of a neigh- 
boring house on May 2, to 
the delight of some kids who 
saw the whole thing. 

“I woke up to my kids 
screaming and a car horn 
blaring,” said a resident 
of the building that one 
of the garages belongs to. 
"They were actually very

excited.” 

About 75 firefight- 
ers, along with police, re- 
sponded to the scary incident 
on Carroll Street between 
Schenectady and Utica av- 
enues at 7 am. Rubble from 
the garage and the wall tum- 
bled down onto the driveway 
of a Crown Street building 
which abuts the property 
from behind, at the bottom 
of the wall. 

No people were injured, 
but a frisky feline was stuck 
under some debris. The 
neighbor spotted the kitty 
from an adjacent roof and 
pointed it out to firefight- 
ers, the resident said. 


“You could hear it, but you 
couldn’t see it,” the witness 
stated. “But standing on the 
roof we spotted it.” 

The mouser bounded 
away immediately upon 
being freed. 

“I’m very impressed they 
took the time to save the cat,” 
the neighbor said. 

Area residents believe the 
collapse could have been 
caused by the heavy rains 
the night before, which they 
say may have softened the 
soil holding up the garages 
and the wall. 

City investigators are still 
looking into what triggered 
the deluge of concrete.

ciety into an office campus 
catering to technology com- 
panies. Business groups hope 
the project will help allevi- 
ate a dearth of available of- 
fice space in Dumbo and 
Downtown. 

“This is really going to be 
a game-changer,” said Alex- 
andria Sica, executive direc- 
tor of the Dumbo Improve- 
ment District. 

Sica puts vacancy rates in 
Dumbo at less than one per- 
cent and said she frequently 
fields calls from new com- 
panies looking to move into 
the neighborhood, and from 
companies already there that 
want to expand, but the lack 
of space forces her to send 
many looking elsewhere. 

“As soon as something 
hits the market it gets leased 
pretty quickly,” said Sica. 

The former Watehtower 
buildings — located at 117 
Adams St. between Sands 
and York streets; 175 Pearl 
St. between Sands and High 
streets; 55 Prospect St. be- 
tween Adams and Pearl 
streets; 81 Prospect St. be- 
tween Pearl and Jay streets; 
and 77 Sands St. between 
Pearl and York streets — 


are all zoned for commer- 
cial and industrial use. A 
sixth property, a hotel at 90 
Sands St. between Pearl and 
Jay streets, was also included 
in the sale last year, but the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses will 
continue to use that build- 
ing until 2017. 

Realtors Livwrk and RFR 
are working with Kushner 
on the new office campus, 
which the development team 
has dubbed Dumbo Heights.

Here's one of 
30,000 cyclists

They were without a car in the world. 

Cyclists rode atop normally auto-only thorough- 
fares such the Brooklyn-Queens Expressway and the 
Verrazano-Narrows Bridge as part of the Five Boro 
Bike Tour on Sunday. 

More than 30,000 bike-riders traversed all or part 
of the 40-mile loop, which began in Manhattan and, 
after excursions into the Bronx and Queens, traveled 
the length of Brooklyn, from the Pulaski Bridge in 
Greenpoint to the iconic span connecting Bay Ridge 
to Staten Island. 


The five buildings are con- 
nected by footbridges and 
will contain offices with 
open floor plans of varying 
shapes and sizes, according to 
a website for the project. The 
complex includes enough of- 
fice space to nearly cover 2 1 
football fields, and is slated 
to include amenities such as 
roof decks, a gourmet mar- 
ket, and health facilities, the 
website says. 

The compound is also set 
to feature retail space that 
amounts to about half the 
size of the Target in Atlan- 


tic Terminal. 

The retail piece of the proj - 
ect as planned would line the 
streets with new shops and 
restaurants, bringing activity 
to the mostly empty blocks 
between the buildings. 

“Those buildings have 
not interacted with the rest 
of Dumbo in many years,” 
Sica said. “This project is go- 
ing to dramatically change 
the street-scape there.” 

The project is expected to 
cost $100 million and should 
open in early 2015, the New 
York Daily News reported.

pired carcass at 9:45 am. 

Experts told the Post that 
the Hudson River is along the 
Sei whale’s normal migratory 
route. But Gardner said it was 
abnormal to find a whale past 
the Narrows — except when 
accidentally struck by a boat 
and dragged in. 

“Whales generally do not 
naturally swim in the har- 
bor, though it’s often the 
case that a whale found in 
the harbor like this has been 
brought into the harbor on 
the bow of a large vessel,” 
said Gardner. 


This is far from the first 
time that a creature from 
the deep has died on Brook- 
lyn’s shores. A baby Minke 
whale, nicknamed “Slud- 
gie,” famously meandered 
into the Gowanus Canal in 
2007 and died after striking 
submerged rocks. Sludgie’s 
skull returned to the neigh- 
borhood as part of an educa- 
tional exhibit in January. 

Numerous dolphins have 
expired in Kings County, 
most recently in November 
of last year, when one died 
in the Coney Island Creek. 
Another dolphin died in the 
fetid Gowanus Canal in Jan- 
uary 2013.

Beer-making pair’s 


goal is getting readers hops to trot

A newlywed Brooklyn couple 
saved a truck-load on beer 
by making it themselves and 
are now trying to spread the suds 
love with an ice-cold, refreshing 
cookbook. 

The pair have been selling home- 
brew kits for the past five years and 
are committing their knowledge of 
lager lore to the page with a book 
of beer recipes from around the 
world. The multitalented entre- 
preneurs hope the tome will be 
the yeast that sets a new batch of 
brewers to fermenting. 

“We wanted to share the same 
inspiration we felt,” said Stephen 
Valand, who started Brooklyn Brew 
Shop with his now-wife. Erica Shea. 

“The same inspiration that made us 
want to start a beer company.” 

“Make Some Beer: Small-Batch 
Recipes from Brooklyn to Bam- 
berg” is the couple’s second and 
includes 30 beer recipes divided by 
season. Most recipes 
are inspired by the 
Downtown’s duo’s 
travels — within the 
borough and around 
the world. 

The book includes 
a tapioca ale, inspired 
by beer made at the 
Pausa Cafe, a brew- 
ery inside of a prison in 
northern Italy; a sweet 
potato lager, based on a 
brew made by F ullsteam 
Brewery in North Carolina, where sweet 
potatoes are plentiful; and a Camomile 
Blonde, the spark for which came after a 
trip to WTF Coffee Lab in Fort Greene. 

The couple first started their alcoholic 
explorations after Shea gave her husband 
an old brewing rig that was sitting around 
her father’s house. At the time, Shea was 
not fond of beer herself and so they tried 
a recipe that masks the taste, a grape- 
fruit honey ale. 

“We didn’t want to make something 


we could just buy in the store,” 
said Valand. “And it turns out, 
grapefruit is actually really 
close to hops.” 

After they got in the swing of things, 
they started sharing their creations with 
friends. Their testers loved the taste, but 
also wanted to know how it was done. 

“We noticed that our friends not only 
wanted to drink it, they wanted to make 
it themselves,” said Shea. 

The original contraption was cumber- 
some and old and, when the couple could 
not find the replacement parts they needed, 
they had to improvise to get it working. 
They thought that if their friends saw their 


Frankenstein setup, they would lose in- 
terest in doing it themselves. 

“We knew if they saw how we were do- 
ing it, the conversation would end pretty 
quickly,” said Valand. 

So they went to work making a proto- 
type of a less unwieldy brewing kit and 
eventually came up with something that 
only required a little bit of jury-rigging. 
The couple started selling the kits at Brook- 
lyn Flea in 2009. Soon the kits were on- 
line and selling like hot cakes. 

“We thought it was a very city-spe- 
cific product,” Shea said. “But all of a 
sudden, we were getting calls from all 
over the country.” 


Brooklyn Brew Shop now sells kits for 
making nine types of beer. The boxes, 
which include the hardware as well as 
packets of key ingredients, run $40. 

The company also starting a line of keg- 
ready beer called EST Brewing Company. 
The first flavor will be a coffee-and-do- 
nut stout. It sounds more like breakfast 
than a beer, but we were skeptical about 
the jalapeno saison, and that turned out 
pretty tasty.

Not-so-sweet relief 


Giant sphinx-lady sculpture brings 
’cane pain to Domino Sugar factory

T his artist is making the inside 
of the Domino Sugar factory 
bittersweet, with an empha- 
sis on the bitter. 

On May 10 globally recognized 
artist Kara Walker will present 
her first large-scale public proj- 
ect, “A Subtlety,” the centerpiece 
of which is an enormous, sugar- 


coated sphinx-woman. The sculp- 
ture is evocative of an enslaved 
woman in the Southern U.S. and 
is meant to be an ode to the labor- 
ers who toiled in cane fields and 
made corporate sugar empires like 
Domino possible, a theme that fits 
right into Walker’s oeuvre and the 
building’s history, an organizer 
of the exhibition said. 

“With Kara’s history of ad- 
dressing issues of trade, slav- 


ery, power, labor, and more, this 
couldn’t be a better match be- 
tween artist and site,” said Anne 
Pasternak, president of Creative 
Time, which commissioned the 
site-specific work. 

The three-dimensional piece 
rises 75 feet and stretches 35 feet 
across the floor of the formerly 
abandoned waterfront building 
which is on its way to becom- 
ing the core of a massive resi- 


dential complex. 

Walker, who will be working 
on the installation up until Thurs- 
day, is best known for her room- 
sized displays of black cut-paper 
silhouettes. Creative Time has 
wanted to do something in the old 
Domino building for at least 20 
years and having Walker be the 
one to do it was icing on the pro- 
verbial cake, Pasternak said. 

“We’ve also wanted to work 
with Kara for years, so this has 
been like a dream come true in 
many ways,” she said. 

Art-friendly developer Jed 
Walentas owns the building.

Ferry tale 

A ferry informative exhibition is com- 
ing to the Brooklyn Flistorical Society this 
weekend. 

“Full Steam Ahead: 200 Years of Ferries 
in Brooklyn” opens on May 10, showcasing 
the borough’s tradition 
of maritime commut- 
ing and commemorat- 
ing the bicentennial of 
Brooklyn’s first steam- 
powered ferry. Histori- 
ans say the boats were a 
big part of Kings Coun- 
ty’s buoyancy. 

“The ferry played 
a major role in trans- 
forming Brooklyn from a sleepy agricultural 
town into the third largest city in the coun- 
try,” said Julie Golia, the exhibition’s curator 
and a society historian. 

Robert Fulton launched his steam ferry in 
1 8 14, with a dock near present-day Fulton Land- 
ing. At the time, most people traveled between 
Brooklyn and Manhattan using row- and sail- 
boats, which made the trip difficult and dan- 
gerous during bad weather. Those crossing 
were often farmers, not commuters. 

“Brooklyn was more like the country then,” 
said Golia. 

F ulton died a year after the ferry bearing his 
name launched, but by then a new form of inter- 
borough travel was solidly afloat. 

The steam-powered people-movers remained 
popular even after the Brooklyn Bridge opened 
in 1883, enabling Brooklynites to travel to Man- 
hattan without the risk of getting wet. It was 
the underground rail that did them in. 

“The subway was the mass transit system 
that really killed the ferries,” said Golia. 

But things are coming full circle, as new ferry 
lines have begun to carry people along the city’s 
vast shore. 

The Brooklyn Historical Society’s exhibition 
will include paintings of the old ferry fleets, 
examples of tickets and business records, and 
letters written by angry early straphangers. 

Golia says that the concerns of Brooklyn’s 
first class of commuters mimic the gripes we 
have about subways today. 

“They were worried about overcrowding, 
the fares, and safety,” Golia said.

This transit buff is digging deep to unearth 
the secrets of New York’s subway system. 

To celebrate the system’s 110th birthday, his- 
torian and author Joe Raskin will sit down with 
WNYC’s transportation reporter at the New York 
Transit Museum on May 
1 3 to talk about the vari- 
ous plans for New York 
City subway lines that 
never materialized. The 
scribe who penned “The 
Routes Not Taken: A 
Trip ThroughNew York 
City’s Unbuilt Subway 
System” gave us the run- 
down on a few paths that 
never were. First stop on 
our verbal tour was Downtown, which was once 
dominated by an elevated train hub. 

“It looked like a huge English train station,” 
said Raskin, who works days at the Metropol- 
itan Transportation Authority. “But after the 
elevateds were torn down, the entire landscape 
of Downtown Brooklyn changed.” 

In the early 1900s as now, people did not 
want to live near the noise, dirt, and darkness 
the above-ground tracks created. The Indepen- 
dent Subway System Crosstown Line (known 
more simply today as the G train) was orig- 
inally designed as an elevated line running 
along Kent Avenue with a stop at the Domino 
Sugar factory for deliveries, but local opposi- 
tion thwarted the plan, said Raskin, who now 
lives off the line in Cobble Hill. 

Another route that never came to be was a 
Utica Avenue Line that would have connected 
subway-starved neighborhoods such as Marine 
Park and Mill Basin to Crown Heights, Bedford- 
Stuy vesant, and beyond, with transfers available 
to today’s 2, 3, 4, 5, A, C, J, M, and Z trains. 
Transit planners first floated the idea in 1929, 
but the Utica subway never got funded and now 
that train has left the station, Raskin said.

T he signature that accom- 
panies e-mails from the 
duo 75 Dollar Bill sets a 
simple formula for the band’s 
sound: “Wood/Metal/Plastic/ 
Pattern/Rhythm/Rock.” 
That may sound like, well, 
about 300 other bands that 
call Brooklyn home, but 
there aren’t any making mu- 
sic quite like guitarist Che 
Chen and percussionist Rick 
Brown do. 

Most of that is thanks to 
instrumentation. Brown sets 
a beat using a large wooden 
crate that he sits on and hits 
with a mallet or his hands, 
adding shakers, chimes, or 
the occasional bleat of a 
handmade horn. Over that, 
Chen plays steely strains in- 
spired by the music of In- 
dia, Africa, and the south- 
ern U.S. Their combined 
efforts are primal, hypnotic, 
and alive. 

But as intricate as the work 
of 75 Dollar Bill can some- 
times be, the men behind it 
talk about their music mat- 
ter- of-factly. 

“I was just interested in 
starting a band that was 
only melody and rhythm,” 
said Chen. 

Brown agreed, adding, 
“That’s all I really know. I 
have no background in har- 
mony, and don’t know about 
chords and chord progres- 
sion. So to focus on those 
things was relatively easy 
for me.” 

There is a folksy element 


to their creative efforts, as 
well. The duo prefers to 
play gigs in the afternoon 
and seems to lean towards 
playing free shows. 

The pair also have a thing 
for playing in unusual spaces. 
There is a great clip of them 
on YouTube performing on 


the sidewalk in Chinatown to 
bewildered passersby. 

And, in another iteration 
of their aversion to the tradi- 
tional club show, they some- 
times take over the cozy con- 
fines of a haunt like Troost 
in Greenpoint, where they 
will have a residency for the 


next three months starting 
this Saturday. 

The next challenge for 75 
Dollar Bill is to take their 
sounds out of town. They 
plan to play their first out- 
of-state gig this month and 
are plotting a West Coast tour 
in August. 


“We play a lot of places 
that we feel comfortable in,” 
said Chen. “I think we’re 
ready to take on situations 
that are somewhere between 
playing on the street and on 
a big stage. We’re certainly 
ready to go back on the street, 
though!”
